The Home Mission Board rejoices as it looks upon the 
work done in the year just closed. There is not a single 
phase of the work that has not been abundantly blessed, 
wo that the general record surpasses that of any former 
years. God is still opening the doors for broader fields 
and greater opportunities ; particularly is this true as it 
relates to the work among the foreigners in our cities 
and elsewhere. Our Home Mission Board has the dis- 
tinetion of getting much larger results for the amount of

money than any other organization, There was raised 
: 


last year $283,436. This report comes from the Board; 
25.109 bapt%&ms during last year, an increase of °2,709. 
The number of additions to mission churches was 49,805, 
a vain of 7,391. Number of churches organized by mis- 
sionaries was 146, a gain of 12. 

In the evangelistic department there were 4,932. The 
number of churches built or improved was 368, an increase 
of 30. : 

Our attention is called to the great work done in the 
mountain schools, at a cost to the denomination of slightly 
more than $5.00 each. Southern Baptists last year edu- 
cated in the Christian sehools 4,313 bright mountain boys 
and girls. We have been asked by the Southern Baptist 
Convention to raise $26,000 for Home Missions.

We 
are happy to note that many of our most talented work 
ers are now devoting all of their time and energy to this 
yvreat) work Our Association has special reasons for 
thankfulness because of the successful work of one of our 
number, Bro. Landrum P. Leavell, whom the denomina

moat large chose several years ago to serve as one of 
ts general Sunday Sehool Secretaries. Our churches 
should make liberal use of him at home with a view to 
developing their Sunday Schools to the highest limit of 
efficiency. We are also fortunate in having at our com 
mand the services of our State Secretary, Bro. J. E Byrd 
Whose work is doing much far the Sunday School inter 
ests of the State at large The committee’ urges our 
churehes to make liberal use not only of these Secretaries 
but of other workers if needed for the organization and 
further development of their Sunday School. 

We point with no small degree of pride to the fact

‘ooks furnished by our Sunday School Board, other works 
suited to the needs of Teachers and Superintendents will 

cheerfully recommended by any of our Field Secre- 
taries 

Your committee notes with much regret the fact that 

ar churches of our Association reporting this year are 
still without Sunday Schools. — If this work has been a 
blessing to the rest of our churches, why should it not be 
equally helpful to, all of them? Let us hope that these 
failures to teach the Bible through organized efforts do 
not indicate a lack of interest in God’s Word. It should 
always be remembered that a successful Sunday School 
is not necessarily a large one. It is equally true that no 
person is absolved from a duty because others neglect 
or ignore their duty. Our Master will reward the faith- 
ful, persistent efforts of any Christian who will study the 
Bible and induce others to do likewise. Your committee 
is of the opinion that the time has come when the leaders 
of our churches that are without Sunday Schools should 
inquire of the Lord concerning their duty toward this 
work. It seems to us that the needs of these fields are 
unmistakable ealls to duty. May the time soon come 
when there will be a Baptist Sunday School in every com- 
munity in the bounds of our Association. 

Your committee further recommends : 

First. That churches covering a large extent of ter- 
ritory organize and maintain Sunday Schools within easy 
reach of all its members. 

Second. That regular collections be taken in all of 
our Sunday Schools for the different objects fostered by 
cur denomination.

It attempts to co-operate with 
pastors in educating the people to a full sense of their 
obligations as the Lord's stewards and to raise funds for 
the support of the missionaries who receive their appoint 
ments from our Mission Boards. In other words, it is an

cess to thousands of laymen in the realm of business. 


The Christian world has enough men and money to will

means to accomplish this great result. One great Chris 
tian leader has well said that the 


heathen China and 


trouble lies not with

Those countries are ready to receive 
he gospel, but we are not ready to send it to all of them 
It ix estimated that there are now about as many unsaved 
heathen as there were more than a century ago, when 
Carey, the first foreign missionary of modern times, began 
yis work.

Brethren, if through God’s grace we are to bring the 
vorld to the feet of our Savior, we must increase our con 
ributions. We are now giving only about 22 cents per 
anita for foreign missions. All other denominations im 
the United States that make any pretenses toward mis 
sions are outstripping Southern Baptists in their contri 
jitions to this object. If the Baptists of North America 
do their part toward the evangelization of the world in 
this generation, they will have to increase their mission 
forees for the next 25 years from about 700 to 8,000 
ind their gifts from about $1,500,000 to $10,000,000) an 
ually. It is estimated that an annual contribution of 
+2.00 from every Christian in the world for the next 29 
vears would supply the money for the evangelization of 
the world at the expiration of that time. Can we give it! 
Yes. if we will. Some other denominations are now giv 
hy more per capita than the estimated share. Brethren. 
iet us not falter. 

We recommend that our pastors and churches encour 
ave and foster the Laymen’s Movement; that our Asso 
ciation fix by rate a minimum sum for our per capita con 
tributions for missions during the ensuing year, and that 
a Laymen’s Day be observed in every church during the

Education 


In our Lord’s commission to His disciples He gave two 
‘ommandments, one to evangelize, the other to educat: 
or train. The work of evangelization is left mainly to the 
proclamation of the gospel; that of education or traming 
to our colleges 

If Christian education is to do a complete work, it 
must address itself to the three-fold nature of man 

Our young people need strong, healthy bodies, cultured 
and informed minds, but they have more than bodies 
and even more than brains; they have hearts that need 
to be touched by the divine hand and made into the 
likeness of Jesus. This three-fold work ean be done to 
the best advantage by the denominational school. The 
State institution has rights over the bodies and minds of 
its students, but there authority must cease. No State 
school has the right to interpret the scriptures to its stu- 
dents, however devoid the membership of the faculty may 
be. One feature in the work of the denominational 
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school is too frequently either not appreciated or over- 
looked entirely, namely, that leaders are being trained 
for many important fields in our denominational and civic 
life. These all count for much in the Kingdom. 

Right well is Mississippi College (‘The Old Reliable’’) 
doing this work for our young men who are fortunate 


enough to enter her walls and accept her gifts. Blue 

Mountain and Hillman Colleges, though not owned by the 
° ° of 

aptist State Convention, are doing a far-reaching work 


for our daughters. Clark Memorial, too, though young 
ind enduring many hardships, is worthy of mention 
n this connection. 

Your committee would urge all our people to think 
arefully and long before sending their children to any 
ther than Baptist schools. We owe our own institutions 
this recognition and support, and it is certainly better 
for our sons and daughters that they receive their college 
training at the hands of men and women of our own 
faith, who ‘are entirely: worthy to be trusted. 

Let earnest prayer be made by all our people for those 
whom we have placed at the head of our schools of learn- 


ng, that they may in the fear of God do all for His glory

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IL quote from a letter written fo the women of the 


Southern States which is full of inspiration for the fu 
ture. It is as follows: 

‘Again I bring you good tidings of work done through 
the Woman’s Missionary Union. The last year has been 
one of progress along many lines. Through the campaign 
of enlistment many women have been added to the so 

eties alredily at work. 

“One thousand and forty-seven new societies were 
formed. Of this number 265 were Young Women’s Auxil- 
aries, 485 Sunbeam Bands and 101 Royal Ambassadors. 
the new society for the boys These figures show how 
deep and widespread is the determination to train our 
voung people in missionary thoughts and liberality.”’ 

The writer then reports favorably of the work done in 
the Training School in Louisville, Ky., also of the Mar 
caret Home for Missionaries’ children, situated at Green- 
ville. S.C. The donations for foreign and home missions ° 
were not as large as was expeeted. She also asks the 
societies to do six things. (1) To pay once a week for a 
signal advance in world-wide missions. (2) To give one 
necting during the year to the study of systematic and 
proportionate giving. (3) To take a definite aim for the 
year, making, if possible, a one-fourth increase. (4) To 
press enlistment during the month of October. (5) To 
observe the weeks of prayer in January and March. (6 
To urge every woman in your ghureh to give not .less 
than 25 cents to the Christmas offering for China and I 
eouts to the self-denial offering for home missions. 

Sine closes with an admonition to rejoice in the Lord 
that He has entrusted this great and good work into our 
lanes. °*Who ‘would fail to be worthy of his share of 
such a trust?”’

The Mission Boards have apportioned to the State an 
amount that makes the apportionment for Oxford Associa- 
tion, as learned from Bro. A. V. Rowe, Seerétary for Mis- 
sions for Mississippi as follows: 

State Missions, $1,250; Home Missions, $1,200; Foreign 
Missions, $1,350; more than the total apportionment for 
the Association for last year, being an advance of about 
13 per cent.
